had been doing. But on perufal of the firft number late- 
publithed, wherein, tho’ fome few things were amend- 

ed, yet a multitude of other miltakes were committed, 
all my ‘hopes vanifhed, and gave place to apprehenfions, 
that the oriental hiftory and geography, inftead of being 

_ cleared and illuftrated, by the publication of this work, 
would be itil more confounded and obfcured. And thefe 
apprehenfions feemed the more juft, when I confidered 
the prejudice the public would naturally entertain in fa- 
your of an authar of fuch diftinétion, and who was fo 
long converfant with the people whole affairs he has 
written ; fufficient to gain creditto, and eftablifh whatever 

is advanced by him, without farther examination. To 
prevent therefore the introducing and propagation of new 
etrors, or the confirming of old ones, under fanction of 
fo great an authority ; I defign, in cafe the work be con- 





tinued in the manner it has been begun, occafionally to. 


publith fome animadverfions on it: wherein I fhal) not 
ouly point out and correct the ftrange and frequent mif- 
takes, both of the author and tranflator, with all defe- 
tence ‘and refpect due to the high rank of the one, and 
the charaéter of the other 5 but alfe fupply whatever 
may be wanting in the text or sotes to complete or illut- 
trate the higmry s which in the part that hath alveady ap- 
peared, fo far as relates to the name and origin of the 
Turks in general, and Othaaar in particular, is vaftly de- 
fettive, as well as almoft.entirely erroneous.
